Grant Town- 
ship, except Fox Lake, at the 
Ingleside town hall, 3, Fox 
Lake residents, the fire sta- 
tion. 4. Residents of Wau- 
conda, Fremont and Avon 
Townships to vote in the Volo 
Grade School. 

The proposed Conservancy 
District would include parts 
of Mcllenry and Antioch 
Townships; If H the referen- 
dum is passed,, taxpayers in 
the district will be approving 
an additional tax levy of .083 
on the assessed valuation of 
their property. This would 
amount to 98.30 per $10,000 
of' assessed valuation. The 
proposed district .would in- 
clude Channel Lake, Lake 
Marie, Lake Catherine.

The high cost of good books, along with the 
fact that few- people have room for a large library 
in their homes, makes it impractical for each per- 
son to buy the books he needs or would like to 
read. A good public library is a good investment.

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Almost three years ago 
this newspaper began liring- 
ing you this column as a pub- 
lic service. 

Since that lime, n lol has 
happened in our state. With 
these columns I have tried to 
keep you up to date on Ihese 
happenings and their signifi- 
cance to you as citizens of 
Illinois. 

For instance, during the 
past three years we have 
adopted the most modern 
state judicial system in the 
country "and a new criminal 
code — both changes that 
were long overdue. We have 
broken ground for the first 
of a series of revolutionary 
mental health clinics that will 
establish new standards for 
the treatment of the mentally 
ill across the nation. 

We have created cabinet- 
level departments of mental 
health, public aid, and chil- 
dren and family services. We 
have added many wore miles 
of highways and superhigh- 
ways for the use of motor- 
ists. 

We are bringing new in- 
dustry to Illinois and encour- 
aging the expansion of those 
that arc here, reversing a 
trend of many years. We 
have made the first organ- 
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ized effort to boost exports 
made by* any state. Including 
the creation of a special Com- 
mittee on Trade Expansion. 
This positive action Included 
the Illinois Trade Mission to 
Europe — another first. 

We have expanded the 
slate's role in education, at 
all levels. We have started 
work on a now Chicago cam- 
pus for the University of Illi- 
nois.

$44,000 budgeted for tho

Mr. Van Patten says that 
$14,536.73 was spent on the 
Pood Fund in 1061, .$28,- 
824.26 in 1002, and $22,577.83 
in 1083. This Includes hos- 
ultal bills, the County Home, 
and doctor bills in addition to 
expenses such as rent, food, 
etc.
